Austin, Texa-, Feb. 6,—So incapa­ 
ble am I of interpreting political ma­ 
neuvering I paw nothing significant 
in Senator Quintus W atson’s moving 
one day last week to Invite by sena­ 
torial action Joseph W. Bailey to 
address tile Ie;, is 
ie u d to go on 
record as enthusing his votes and 
speeches on The tariff question. This 
seemed to me to be a perfunctory and 
meaningless act outside and beyond 
the thing aimed at by the resolution. 
But I learned later this was a bomb 
thrown against the fortifications of 
the prohibitionist ranks; also that it 
exploded and had the desired effect. 
Bailey’s name was used, not to shed 
honor on it as the resolution would 
indicate, but to bring discord and re­ 
bellion in the ranks of the pros. Wat­ 
son is a Bailey man withal, and with- 
, a1 he is the fox of the anti pro con­ 
tingent, ever looking for a weak spot 
in the pro army so that he may at­ 
tack and win a point. 
Among the pros there is a division 
of Bailey and anti Bailey men and 
the effect of the Bailey invitation, 
which carried also an endorsement 
of his tariff theories was to place the 
pro ranks in bad humor among them­ 
selves. 
This is a sample of the pranks the 
antis played to split asunder and to 
reduce the pro majority. 
Also they 
played on the vanities and the vaunt 
iog political 
ambition of certain 
members of the pro side with such 
sure and artistic touch as to bril­ 
liantly gain their purpose. 
The common people have already 
settled it among themselves as U, the 
worthiness, or lack thereof, of these 
purposes and I shall, therefore, con­ 
fine myself to telling the mere news, 
Following such 
skirmishing the 
general battle came last 
Monday 
morning, when immediately after roll 
call, Terrell of McLenneu county, for

This, Cor!ins said, on the strength 
of that which had just happened, was 
his attitude toward the senate. 
Fol­ 
lowing the vote which revealed the 
wide abyss in the pro ranks, the tall 
form of Gofer, the pro leader, arose 
and with his frame aquiver with 
emotion, he began a withering re­ 
buke of the pro defectionists. 
He 
had not proceeded far until both Per­ 
kins and Lieutenant-Governor Dav­ 
idson got into the fray, and the at­ 
mosphere grew hot and lurid. 
Tak­ 
ing exceptions to something Cofer 
said Davidson leaned his spare figure 
over the president’s stand and level­ 
ed an index finger straight at Cofer’s 
face.

Sitting about 
equal distance from each, and al­ 
most directly in the line of battle be­ 
tween each, my position

come historic. 
Even while the fray was on my 
imagination seemed to

private and public have laboriously 
sought for the end of the liquor traf­ 
fic.

Austin: 
State-wide prohibition dur­ 
ing the months of June and July is the 
latest movxe of a number of pros. 
It is understood that a committee 
of two pros from the House and an 
Austin preacher 
went 
to 
Houston 
Tuesday to confer with Hon. T. H. 
Ball, chairman of the State prohibition­ 
ists, relative to the preparation and 
passage of a bill providing for State­ 
wide prohibition during June and 
July. 
The obvious purpose of the bill Is 
to put prohibition in effect for sixty 
days preceding the State-wide prohibi­ 
tion election on July 22, which is ex­ 
pected to be a bitter contest. 
It has been the contention that stat 
utory State-wide prohibition is constl 
tutional and It may be tested out in 
this instance, if Gov. Colquitt should 
fall to veto such a measure 
in the 
event of its passage. 


Voters In Texas. 
Dallas: 
rartiai and complete re­ 
turns of polltax payments from 118 
counties were received by The News 
Tuesday night, showing that the re­ 
ceipts issued in the counties named 
to total 358,431 as compared with 349,- 
815 issued in the same counties last 
year. 
The total number of poll tax 
receipts issued in the state in 1910 
was 535,852. 
Adding 15 per cent for 
exemptions, It placed the vote of the 
State in 1910 at 616,614, The increase 
in the number of poll tax payments 
reported to the News from 118 coun­ 
ties amounts to 9,116, or less than I 
per cent. 
This would indicate that 
Hie Interest In the campaigns of 1910 
brought out almost the 
full voting 
strength of the State, particularly in 
th© country districts. The feature of 
the reports received by the News is 
found in the heavy Increase in poll 
tax payments In the large city coun­ 
ties of the State and a falling off in 
other counties almost enough to equal­ 
ize the vote of 1916 and 19H. Dallas 
county leads all counties with 19,443, 
with Bexar second with 19.104. Tar­ 
rant county coming third with 15,166.

Dallas It was decided had made 
the best offer, and accordingly 
the 
committee unanimously decided to lo­ 
cate the great Southwestern Unlver 
atty in Dallas. 
Dallas citizens have 
made a cash donation of $300,060, and 
a tract of land 
lying 
immediately 
north of and adjoining the city of 
622 1-2 acres. The location is on the 
highest point probably in Dallas conn 
ty, and overlooks the city and its ad 
joining Highland Park addition, one 
of the most highly improved parts of 
the city. 
It is thought that the institution 
will commence operations In buildings 
that will cost not less than $1,500,000, 
and a campaign for raising $1,000,000 
for building purposes by popular sub­ 
scriptions among the Methodists of the 
southwest is now under way, Those 
in close touch with the situation say 
that there will be an opening attend­ 
ance of not less than 1,000 pupils. The 
insttiutions which will directly feed 
the great university are the Southwest­ 
ern University 
at 
Georgetown, the 
San Antonio Female College, the San 
Marcos Coronal Institute, the Chapel 
Hill Female College, the Alexandria 
Institute at Jacksonville, the Wesley 
College at Terrell, the Central Metho­ 
dist College at Blooming Grove, the 
Stamford 
Collegiate 
Institute, the 
Clarendon College, the Kidd-Kee Col­ 
lege at Sherman and the Polytechnic 
College at Fort Worth. 
Add to this 
the enormous local support which Dal­ 
las will give such an institution, and 
it is even probable that the figure© of 
the sanguine, which are S.OJJO for the 
opening day, are not at all unreason­ 
able. Before the committee adjourned 
It appointed a committee consisting of 
Hon. Geo.

OROZCO MOBILIZING 
ARMY AROUND JUAREZ 


ATTACK AND RETREAT IS MADE 
BY FEDERAL TROOPS. 
ItlW 
DECISIVE ATTACK EXPECTED 


Orozco Says Final 
Attack 
Will Be 
Made Upon Arrival of General 
Blanca. Federals Are Bottled. 


Paso, Tex., Feb. 8.—A skirmish 
between Orozco’s Insurrectos and a 
troop of Federal cavalry and a com­ 
pany of infantry took place on the 
banks of the Rio Grande, one mile 
northwest of El Paso, Tuesday after­ 
noon, and afforded a thrilling spec­ 
tacle for thousands of Americans who 
congregated on the foothills and house­ 
tops, less than a mile from the battle­ 
ground. 
About 200 shots were exchanged and 
the Federals retreated in good order 
to the Juarez barracks. 
The insur­ 
rectos to the number of about 300 
swarmed along the foothills skirt}## 
the river like ants. 
They advanced 
as the Federals retreated and when 
the firing had ceased came down to 
the water’s edge in squads of twenty- 
five and drank deeply of the muddy 
waters of the river. 
It is stated that preparations have 
been made by the combined insurrecto 
forces for an assault 
upon 
Juarez 
some time after midnight. 
Both sides are preparing for a de­ 
cisive engagement. 
Residents of Juarez are greatly ex­ 
cited over the belief 
that 
Orozco, 
Blanco and Alanias are at the very 
doors of the city. 
The banks have rushed their money 
and valuables to El Paso and the Fed­ 
eral forces are preparing for a vig­ 
orous defense. 
Three hundred insurrectos under 
Delgado prepared their supper on the 
scene of the skirmish line 
without 
molestation. The belief prevails there 
will be an attack upon Juarez soon 
by the combined forces of 
Orozco, 
Blanoo, Alanias and Delgado. 
An aide to Oapt. Delgado states that 
he engagement was nothing more than 
a skirmish. 
He said the insurrectos were com­ 
pelled to go to the river for water for 
themselves and horses, and being de­ 
tected, -were attacked by the Federals, 
who endeavored to drive them back 
without success. 
He says all the insurrecto forces in 
Northern Chihuahua are 
gathering 
here for an assault upon Juarez, and 
the assault will begin just as soon as 
> forces are joined.

LORIMER LASHED BY BROWN 


^Nebraskan Threatens to Hold Up Ap­ 
propriation Bills lf Vote on Scan­ 
dal Is Not Ordered. 


Washington.—Senator Norris Brown 
*>f Nebraska in a speech before the sen­ 
ate charged that Senator William Lor­ 
imor of Illinois must have known that 
his election to the senate by the Illi­ 
nois legislature was accomplished by 
corrupt practice. 
He held that Sena­ 
tors Holstlaw and Broderick and Rep­ 
resentatives 
Lee 
O’Neil 
Browne, 
White, Link, Beckemeyer and Wilson 
had been bought to elect Lorimer sen­ 
ator; that Browne and Speaker 
Ed­ 
ward D. Shurtleff of the Illinois house 
•of representatives were the political 
agents of Mr. Lorimer in accomplish­ 
ing his election, and that It was not 
possible for the election to ha 
been 
brought about under 
the conditions 
then existing except by corrupt prac­ 
tices. Mr. Brown devoted most of his 
remarks to an analysis of the testl* 
■ mony which involved directly the rela­ 
tions of 
Lorimer, 
Shurtleff 
and 
Browne and the relations of Browne 
with his thirty minority followers. Mr. 
Brown issued a challenge to obstruc­ 
tionists that he would hold up appro­ 
priation bills unless the senate votes 
at this session on the Lorimer case, 
the resolution pertaining to the elec­ 
tion of senators by the people, the bill 
to create a permanent tariff board and 
a general service pension bill. 


El Paso, Feb. 7.—As long ago as | 
last Friday Orozco, the Mexican rebel 
bad Juarez within his grasp, and was 
seemingly aware of the situation. Aft­ 
er Sunday’s battle ho withdrew. 
His demonstrations against the city 
and his frequent warnings of the hour 
he intended to attack are 
believed 
merely to have been a scheme to 
cause Rabago 
to 
abandon 
Casas 
Grandes and basten northward with 
reinforcements and to cause the dis­ 
patch of other troops from Chihuahua. 
Once these soldiers are in Juarez they 
are practically bottled up and can. not 
return northward without the possi­ 
bility of sustaining heavy losses. 
The tow;? of Casas Grandes with its 
population of about 600 and its valu 
uable loot is now without a garrison to 
defend it and is so isolated that no 
troops can be sent except across coun­ 
try to be harassed and probably cut 
to pieces by the rebels while on the 
march. 
It is claimed, also that the demon­ 
stration against Juarez was to bring 
about 
the 
withdrawal 
of 
Federal 
troops from the lower provinces for 
the purpose of sending them to Juarez 
and that the insurrection, which has 
been threatened at other points will 
quickly break out when the troops 
have departed. 
The 
long 
expected 
Impending 
conflict before Juarez commenced Sun­ 
day morning. Just before dawn sig­ 
nal fires blazed on the hills south of 
Juarez for ten minutes and were then 
extinguished. 
It was the signal of the insurrectos 
that a battle was about to begin, and 
soon after sunrise heavy firing mark­ 
ed where Qrozoo engaged the forces 
of Gen. Rabago, which were coming to 
the relief of Juarez- 
Gen. Rabago was coming into Juarez 
from Casas Grandes with a troop train 
carrying 350 men and 
220 
horses. 
Nineteen kilometers east of Juarez the 
insurectos ditched the train and open­ 
ed fire on the Federal troops as they

miles south of El Paso, and near where 
that road crosses the line of the Mex­ 
ican Central. 
Rabago rallied bis men and repulsed 
the insurrectos, who withdrew only to 
renew the fighting within a short tine.

Rabago began the march to Juarez, 
fightng as he went, but the inshrreotos 
dogged his footsteps and kept up an 
Intermittent fire. 
After outgeneraling and outfighting 
Orozco and his forces at Bauche, Col 
Rabago of the Mexican array, who, ae 
cording to insurrect© advices, was an­ 
nihilated at Casas Grandes two weeks 
His regiment numbers 300 men, in 
eluding cavalry, infantry and light ar­ 
tillery. 
Gen. Navarro is approaching Juarez 
from Chihuahua, his train being pre­ 
ceded by a construction train, which is 
repairing the track and bridges de­ 
stroyed by Orozco. It was 
expected 
that he woulu reach Juarez Sunday 
night but as the arrival of Rabago re­ 
lieves that place, Navarro trill prob­ 
ably try to intercept Orozco’s band. 
Accompanying Rabago’s command 
when it reached Juarez was a large 
crowd of women and children and a 
mule pack train loaded with supplies, 
arms and ammunition, and both men 
and mules appeared to 'be exhausted. 
The repulse of Orozco and the relief 
of Juarez appear to have given a se­ 
rious 
blow 
to 
the 
revolutionists, 
and the crowd of provisional Govern­ 
ors and lesser civil and military offi­ 
cials under Mademo who have been 
making their headquarters bere will 
probably scatter.
